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Dixie Finishes With 1686.5 Lbs. Butter

295135 finished her strictly official yearly record 

under the joint supervision of the Holstein-Friesian 
Associations of America and Canada with 1349.2 lbs. fat 
(1686.5 Ibs. butter), 33,477.3 lbs. milk. The last few days 
of this record are taken from the supervisor’s official 
figures and the final credits, therefore, may differ slightly 
from these totals. This is the most stupendous produc- 
tion ever recorded for a dairy cow and it should be a 
matter of satisfaction to every breeder that the record 
from the. outset has béen supervised, checked and re- 
checked with greater care probably than any other long- 
time record that has ever been made. During the same 
lactation period, she made a semi-official yearly record 
under the rules of the Canadian Record of Performance, 
in which she was credited with 1729.5 lbs. butter, 33,529.5 
Ibs. milk. The variation in milk production comes fro 
the fact that the rules of the R. O. P. permit starting on 
the first day after calving and during those first three 
days she was producing considerably more milk than dur- 
ing the last three days of her strictly official test, which 
is not allowed to start until the fourth day after calving.

The difference in fat production is accounted for from the 
fact that the monthly credits for fat are based upon a two- 
day official test. by a representative of the Canadian De- 
partment of Agriculture and it so happened that the days 
selected averaged slightly higher in percentage of fat than 
her actual average for the entire month. The R. O. P. rec- 
ord shows an average of 4.13% fat and the strictly official, 
4.03%. 

In taking the crown as world’s champion butter pro- 
ducer over all ages and breeds, De Kol Plus Segis Dixie 
displaces, with her semi-official record, the Record of Per- 
formance production credited to the British Columbia Hol- 
stein, Agassiz Segis May Echo, whose figures are 1681.25 
lbs. butter from 30,889 lbs. milk. Her strictly official rec- 
ord also exceeds the record of Agassiz Segis May Echo. 
In strictly official test, the best previous record was that 
of Dixie, herself, during the preceding lactation, where, 
under the supervision of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Canada, she made 1439.35 lbs. butter, 32,632.3 Ibs. milk. 
The highest strictly official record on the books of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America previously were 
for fat production, McCloud Hengerveld Geertje with 
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Dixie, in characteristic pose, with milkers and supervisors at close of record. From left to right they are—

1082.24 Ibs. fat (1352.28 lbs. butter) and for milk produc- 
tion, Raphaella Johanna Aaggie 3d with 30,637.2 lbs. She 
is also Canadian champion for milk production for both 
one and two years, and ranks first for milk and butter 
combined in the U. S. and Canada. 

‘Mention was made above of the strictly official 
yearly record made by De Kol Plus Segis Dixie in her 
previous lactation. Her strictly official figures at 7 years, 
7 months were 1439.35 lbs. butter, 32,632.3 Ibs. milk. She 
also had an R. O. P. record during the same lactation of 
1487.50 lbs. butter, 32,668 lbs. milk. She thus becomes a 
world’s champion for two years’ butter production by a 
very wide margin, being the second cow of the Holstein- 
Friesian breed to produce above 1000 lbs. fat two different 
or two consecutive years and the third cow of all breeds 
to achieve this distinction. Her two strictly official rec- 
ords average 1562.92 lbs. butter, 33,054.8 lbs. milk. Her 
two semi-official R. O. P. Canadian records average 1608.5 
Ibs. butter, 33,098.75 lbs. milk. This total of 3217.0 lbs. 
butter in two years in Canadian R. O. P. is to be com- 
pared with the previous high mark of 2728.75 lbs. butter in 
two years by the Canadian Holstein, Bella Pontiac. The 
leader for two years’ production on the American books 
is Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid with 2715.3 lbs. butter. 
Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid still holds first place for 
two year’s milk production with a total of 66,301.7 Ibs. 
There are now four 30,000-lb. repeaters, the first to qualify 
being Tilly Alcartra, followed by Zarilda Clothilde 3d De 
Kol, then Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid, and now De Kol 
Plus Segis Dixie. Two others will be reported within a few 
months, these being Segis Pietertje Prospect, champion 
for one year, and Kolrain Finderne Bess, who is challeng- 
ing her. 

It was the privilege of the writer to spend Sunday, 
June 24, at Raymondale Farm, Vaudreuil, Quebec, where 
Dixie makes her home, and to see this wonder cow in 
action at the close of her test. It was on this day that she 
finished her semi-official yearly record and she had three 
days more to go on her strictly official yearly test. She 
is individually the sort of cow we like to see winning 
championship honors for ‘production. Weighing about 
1600 lbs., she is every inch a dairy cow. Production, 
capacity and dairy temperament are expressed in every 
line. Commencing at the head, we call the attention of 
our readers, by reference to the photographs in this issue, 
to the strong muzzle, the large, full, mild eye, the clean 
cut neck and shoulders, the deep chest with well sprung 
ribs, the strong back and capacious barrel, and the square, 
strongly attached udder, which is one of the most won- 
derful things about this cow when you stop to consider 
that she is now past ten years old, has been tested in the 
short-time division every year since first freshening as 
a two-year-old, that she has made three records above 
800 lbs. milk in 7 days and that she has just completed 
two stupendous yearly tests. Her most serious fault is 
in the rump, which is somewhat, although not seriously, 
down. Our impression of this feature was undoubtedly 
more unfavorable than the cow actually deserves in 
normal condition. Unfortunately, during the last month 
of her year, Dixie has suffered from a very severe attack 
of rheumatism in both hind legs. This has been so serious 
and was so serious at the time of our visit that she was 
able to walk only with much pain and difficulty and, in 
fact, had to be coaxed somewhat to stand up outside of 
milking hours long enough to have her picture taken. 
This handicap cut down her production very materiallv 
during the last month of her test, although the figures of 
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her record certainly require no apology or excuse 
was planned to breed Dixie about four months from * 
end of her test but the junior herd sire, a son of Pontia. 
Korndyke Het Loo and Korndyke Queen De Kol 6th F 
whom it had been planned to breed her, suffereg < 
injury which kept him out of service for a few months a 
during the final month of her test, it was not considem, 
safe, in view of the crippled condition of Dixie herself : 
breed her, and she has, accordingly, not been breg. She 
shows none of the usual symptoms of sterility, syc, as 
the breaking away around the tail, head, ete. ang . 
Goodhue, manager of Raymondale Farms, is confident 
they will have no trouble in getting her with calf later 


Feed and Care 


Dixie is an avaricious eater, never having misgeq a 
meal during the entire year. Her average daily ration 
has consisted of 24 lbs. daily of a grain mixture composed 
of equal parts of bran, cracked oats, oil cake, gluten Meal 
distillers dried grains and hominy, with one pound of gai; 
to every one hundred pounds of feed and a little Charcoal 
and bone meal. She also had an average daily ration of 
forty pounds of envilage, 55 lbs. beet pulp (wet Weight 
with molasses and water) and ten pounds of g poor 
quality of mixed hay, largely timothy. Her grain was 
mixed with the beet pulp and ensilage as she seemed to 
prefer it that way. During the summer, she has had from 
one to two hours daily on pasture. Her maximum grain 
ration was 28 lbs. She was in splendid condition before 
freshening, having been dry three months, following her 
1400-lb. butter record. 

Dixie has freshened six times, although we have a 
record of only five of her offspring. These are De Kol 
Plus Raymondale, senior herd sire at Raymondale Farms; 
Re-Echo, owned by R. W. E. Burnaby, Jefferson, Ontario, 
president of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada; 
and Avon Pontiac Echo Lad, the son sold at the Cleve. 
land National Sale to a syndicate composed of Dudley £. 
Waters, Battle Creek Sanitarium, and other Michigan 
breeders. These three sons are all sired by Avon Pontiac 
Echo, famous son of May Echo Sylvia. There are two 
very promising daughters at Raymondale Farms. They 
also have her dam, now fifteen years old, and a wonder. 
ful specimen of a Holstein cow, four other daughters from 
this dam, and three daughters from the half sister. They 
also have fourteen daughters of De Kol Plus Raymondale 
and practically the whole herd is bred to him at this time. 

Dixie’s history is most interesting. Bred by W. J. 
Gerow, Bloomfield, Ontario, she was purchased as a year- 
ling by A. C. Hardy of Avondale Farms, Brockville, On- 
tario, for $125. It was at Avondale Farm that she made 
her first record of 19.14 lbs. butter, 360 lbs. milk, freshen- 
ing at exactly twenty-four months of age. Shortly after 
making this record she was sold in the first reduction 
sale at Avondale Farm, being purchased by Dr. L. del. 
Harwood, of Vaudreuil, Que., for $400. Before she: fresh- 
ened again the Dr. Harwood herd was _ sold to 
W. L. Shaw, of Roycroft Farm, Newmarket, Ont. Dixie, 
however, was rejected by Mr. Shaw on account of a sus- 
picious tuberculin test. As she was the only animal left, 
Dr. Harwood made an arrangement witi his neighbor, Mr. 
Donat Raymond, owner of Raymondale Farm, to take her 
off his hands at $200, provided she passed a satisfactory re- 
test. She was kept segregated for some time but upon retest 
passed without a suggestion of trouble and has since been 
subjected to the triple test on four occasions, passing all 
with flying colors. With the exception of her junior two- 
year-old record previously mentioned, all of her later tests 
have been made at Raymondale Farm. The following — 
tabulation shows her production during each of her tests:

An analysis of these short-time records was made in 
etail in our issue of October 14, 1922. It was there 
shown that for three records in the 7- and 30-day divisions, 
pixie ranks in a class with May Echo Sylvia and Adiron- 
ac Wietske Dairy Maid, who had previously stood alone 
for milk and butter production in the short-time divisions 
where three years’ work was averaged. These three are 
the only cows with 7-day records each above 800 lbs. milk 
or three 30-day records all above 3200 lbs. Dixie’s three 
records average 833.2 lbs. milk with 35.41 Ibs. butter as 
compared with 884.9 lbs. milk, 38.10 lbs. butter for three 
records of May Echo Sylvia, and 856.1 lbs. milk and 38.79 
Ibs. butter for three 7-day records of Adirondac Wietske 
Dairy Maid. May Echo Sylvia is the only cow that can 
show a 30-day butter production exceeding that of De Kul 
Plus Segis Dixie in connection with a higher milk record. 
In the matter of a 7-day record, Norma Korndyke 
Cornucop:2 is the only cow with a record exceed- 
ing the 7-day record of De Kol Plus Segis Dixie 
for both milk and butter. It should be stated in 
this connection that May Echo Sylvia has produced more 
milk in 7 days and more butter in 7 days, but her highest 
milk production and her highest butter production did not 
come during the same period and are thus not compar- 
abie with this performance of Dixie. 

We present the following statement of the production 
of De Kol Plus Segis Dixie by months, showing her won- 
derfully even production throughout:

For sixty consecutive days, she milked over 100 Ibs. 
a day and for eighty-four days of her test altogether, she 
exceeded the 100-lb. mark. Her 30-day milk record of 
3582.2 lbs. was the highest reported for the past official 
year, her 30-day butter record standing second. 

For comparison, we submit her production by months 
during her previous strictly official yearly record from 
December 1920 to the same month 1921:

for Dixie was the most carefully supervised of any yearly 
record ever made. The strictly official record was made 
under the joint supervision of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciations of America and of Canada. During the first eight 
months of the test, one supervisor was constantly on the 
job for every milking. These were sent, as we under- 
stand it, alternately by Prof. Barton of McDonald College, 
which has charge of the supervision in Quebec, and Prof. 
Wing of Cornell University, in charge of the supervision 
in New York State. Supervisors were also sent from 
Vermont and Ontario, with frequent verification tests 
from other sources. Prof. Wing came personally in March 
to conduct a verification test and Tom Elder, of Massa- 
chusetts, spent three days in close observation, represent- 
ing the Board of Directors of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America. During the last four months of the 
test, two supervisors weighed and checked each milking, 
testing their samples independently. This was pursuant 
to the instructions by Supt. Gardner, that where two milk- 
ers are employed on one cow, two supervisors must be 
employed also. Dixie was milked throughout the year by 
C. L. Goodhue, who for the past twelve years has 
managed Raymondale Farm, and Paul La Fleur, although 
other milkers substituted for days at a time during the 
absence of the two regular milkers. In this connection, it 
is interesting to note that the weights of milk obtained 
by these milkers in milking a half of the udder were prac- 
tically even throughout the year, there being seldom more 
than a few ounces difference in the weight. 

And now we come to the tragedy in connection with 
the history of De Kol Plus Segis Dixie. She is the only 
tested daughter of her sire and, we understand, is the only 
purebred daughter he ever produced. His name was Sir 
Segis Dixie 12292 C H B, a son of Count Segis Walker 
Pietertje, one of the best known sires in Canada with four 
daughters from 31 to 34 lbs. and a long string of very 
exceptional producing daughters in the 7-day division. 
This bull was bred here at Lacona by Henry Stevens & 
Son, being sired by Walker Korndyke Segis, he by King 
Segis and out of Lillian Walker 3d, famous 28-lb. daughter 
of Sir Korndyke Manor De Kol from the foundation cow, 
Lillian Walker. Lillian Walker 3d is dam also of Colan- 
tha Sir Walker Korndyke, famous Mt. Hermon School

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What is a Satisfactory Diet?

one which is demanding a great amount of atten- 

tion on the part of nearly everyone. People are 
seeking as never before health and those things which go 
with health, and there is a wave going over America in 
behalf of health that is noticeable on every hand. 

It is generally conceded at the present time that the 
food that one eats is to a great extent the controlling 
factor in one’s health and, therefore, it is very important 
that one be very careful in the selection of his food. 

A few years ago the scientific people felt that they 
had practically solved the problem of foods and they pro- 
ceeded to make out tables and lay down very definite 
“facts” and figures showing that if one had a balanced 
diet in terms of a certain amount of carbo-hydrates, and 
a certain amount of fats and proteins, the diet would be 
a balanced one, and would be satisfactory in every re- 
spect. Today this theory has been entirely overthrown 
and we cannot think of a balanced diet in such terms. 

Dr. McCollum of the Johns Hopkins University, form- 
erly of the University of Wisconsin, was possibly the first 
to give the world a newer knowledge. Dr. McCollum’s 
early work started a new line of thought and investigation. 
He conducted an experiment on twelve heifers, dividing 
these animals into three groups. 

One group received what was then known as a bal- 
anced diet, the same being composed of wheat and wheat 
products such as wheat-hay, bran, middlings, and other 
products of wheat. 

Another group was fed an experimental “balanced” 
diet from oats and oat products and the third group a 
similar diet from corn and corn products. 

These animals were studied very carefully and when 
they came into reproduction it was found that all the 
calves from those which were fed wheat and wheat prod- 
ucts were born dead or dying, all the calves born from 
the corn fed heifers were born strong and healthy, those 
from the oat fed animals were intermediate. 

These results started Dr. McCollum to thinking that 
evidently the quality of the particular ingredients of the 
diet were the controlling and limiting factors and not 
necessarily the amounts. 

Each of the animals, it will be recalled, were fed the 
same amounts of proteins, carbo-hydrates and fats, there- 
fore, Dr. McCollum felt that the quality of these ingredi- 
ents must have been different. He was inclined to be- 
lieve that there was possibly a difference in fats and in 
proteins and carbo-hydrates from various sources. 

As a result Dr. McCollum first began experimental 
work on the group of foods called fats to see if a pound 
of butterfat for example was any different from a pound 
of some other fat. As a result of his investigations, and 
also the investigations of Drs. Osborne, Mendel, Funk, 
and other scientists, the first vitamine—Vitamine A— 
was discovered and announced to the world. It was 
found that. butterfat would promote growth among 
young animals while the fat from cotton seed, cocoanuts 
and several other sources would not promote growth; 
butterfat contained the Vitamine A and these other fats 
contained little or none of it. From that time on numer- 
ous investigations have been conducted and additional 
vitamines have been discovered, so that there are now 
four vitamines known. 

All of the recent investigations on foods have shown 
very plainly that we cannot measure a diet in terms of 
the total amount of fats, carbo-hydrates and proteins in 
the diet. This system of old style measurement has been 
found to be a superficial system. We must now go deeper 
and learn the quality of the ingredients. 

It is surprising, however, to know how tenaciously 
some people are still hanging onto the old idea of food 
values. 

Many people still insist on measuring food in terms 
of calories, or heat producing power rather than health- 
producing power. If you should enter a Childs’ Restau- 
rant, for example, you would find the old idea of calories 


To question “what constitutes a satisfactory diet” is

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in use, by studying their menu and food values you would 
see that if you spend ten cents for doughnuts, you would 
get 400 calories while if you spend ten cents for milk 
you would get only 200 calories. Such a comparison rn 
decidedly faulty and will sooner or later be eliminated, 
It is very definite that doughnuts cannot be compared jp 
any way with milk, one is to be used as little as possible 
and the other as liberally as possible. The doughnuts are 
expensive, when viewed from a health angle while the 
milk is the least expensive and the best food available 
when considered from the same health angle. 

In outlining a satisfactory diet for the human anima] 
it is necessary to submit an outline quite different from 
what would have been submitted a few years ago. Ag 
time goes on more information will be available and ad- 
ditional facts will be incorporated into a discussion of 
“What is a Satisfactory Diet.” Present day knowledge 
leads us to say that a diet to be satisfactory must con. 
tain the following essentials (and possibly others): 

1.—The Vitamines. These are divided into four groups. 

The first is Vitamine A, which is found very abun- 
dantly in milk, egg yolk, green leaves of plants, and in 
the germs of seeds. This vitamine promotes growth and 
health. 

The second is Vitamine B, found in the coats of 
cereals and seeds, and in leaves, and in milk. This vita- 
mine prevents Berri Berri. 

The third is Vitamine C, found in the fresh fruits, 
leaves, tubers, roots, and milk. This vitamine prevents 
Scurvy. 

The fourth is Vitamine D, found in green leaves, and 
milk and possibly other places. It prevents Rickets. 

2.—The Mineral Matter. The body requires large 
quantities of calcium, phosphorous, and other important 
mineral ingredients. These can be secured in large abun- 
dance in leafy vegetables and in milk. Lettuce, spinach, 
cabbage and other leafy vegetables are rich in mineral 
ingredients. 

3.—Quality Proteins. It is now known that some pro- 
teins promote growth and are of good quality, while others 
are seriously deficient. For example, gelatine protein is 
very poor, while milk protein is exceedingly rich. Milk 
protein contains quality protein. It contains all 18 amino 
acids in good proportions which go to make up a com- 
plete and perfect protein, so far as is now known. Gela- 
tine contains only a relatively few of these amino acids 
and they are in poor proportions. 

In addition to a satisfactory diet containing the above 
essentials, it should naturally have sufficient variety to 
make it appetizing, and it should possess bulk to a cer- 
tain extent, making it easier to digest. 

The following recommendations are given as guides 
to follow in selecting a satisfactory diet. 

1. A quart of milk for children each day, at least a 
pint for adults. This can be taken in the form of cus- 
tards, creamed vegetables, creamed soups, Junket, or 
one can drink it as whole milk. 

Dr. Sherman of the Columbia University says: 

“Carefully controlled experiments lead to the conclu- 
sion that one quart of milk per child per day is the amount 
required—for optimum development of bones and teeth. 
However good the dietary in other respects, each child 
should receive a quart of milk in some form each day; and 
this standard of consumption should be maintained at 
least up to the age of fourteen years.” 

Dr. McCollum says: 

“Milk is the one food for which there is no effective 
substitute. 

2. Fresh fruits daily. Fresh fruits should include 
apples, oranges, grape fruit, and others which are appe- 
tizing and reasonable in price. Dried fruits are to be 
recommended also. 

3. Vegetables besides potatoes each day. There should 
include: 

(a) At least one dish of salad, such as lettuce, which 
is uncooked. 

(b) At least one dish of a leafy vegetable, such as 
cooked spinach. In addition carrots, beets, cauliflower

T IS difficult to find words adequate to describe the stu- 
] pendous record of De Kol Plus Segis Dixie, which is 
ie subject of our leading feature in this issue. It is un- 
doubtedly the most wonderful year record that has ever 


been made and it leaves us more than ever in doubt as 
to the limit of possible production for a Holstein cow. 


When, back in 1915, Duchess Skylark Ormsby, set the 
mark above the 1500-lb. figure, it was felt that we were 
close to that limit and this feeling was strengthened by 
the fact that seven years elapsed before a higher record 
cow was brought out. Here we have that mark surpassed 
by two hundred pounds of butter and under conditions 
that leave not the slightest loop-hole for doubt. De Kol 
Plus Segis Dixie actually produced 1349.2 lbs. butterfat 


(1686.50 lbs. butter). There were no computations, 
no adjustments, nothing taken on the say so of 
an interested party — every milking was supervised 


weighed and tested by one or more disinterested observ- 
ers, skilled in their task and fully aware that every step 
of the test would be rechecked and’ verified. 

So closely did these supervisors check every move of 
both cow and milkers (there were two—one on each side) 
throughout the entire year—two supervisors working in- 
pendently for the same result during most of the year— 
that the opportunity for manipulation or fraud or error 
in connection with this test was eliminated as nearly as 
it is humanly possible. Every move of both milkers and 
cow were subjected to the closest scrutiny and for day 
after day Dixie, herself, was under constant watch. Her 
feed was analyzed time after time. In fact, no precau- 
tion was omitted to make sure that the cow herself ac- 
tually produced every pound of milk and fat credited to 
her and that no irregular or illegal means could be used 
that would stimulate her production. In this effort, the 
management of Raymondale Farm cooperated willingly as 
they realized that the closer the supervision and the more 
stringent the precautions against any irregularity, the 
more complete would be the public acceptance of the 
genuineness of the test and with this increase in confi- 
dence, a correspondingly greater value for the record 
itself. 

It was a wonderful thing for the breed that Mr. Ray- 
mond was willing to go to the great expense of a strictly 
official yearly test because it would have been inevitable 
that a semi-official record of 1729 lbs. butter in a year— 
over 33 lbs. every week of the year—based only upon 
eleven or twelve two-day test periods would have been 
open to doubt. The amount is so far beyond what we 
have come to believe to be the limit of producing capac- 
ity of a cow, that many would have felt justified in be- 
lieving that such a record must represent some manipula- 
tion upon the part of the herdsman in addition to the actual 
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production of the cow. As an asset to the breed, then, th 
record of Dixie, in its strictly official form, is we : 
much more than it could possibly have meant in , 
usual semi-official way. : 

The two separate records of Dixie in this lactation 
period, one strictly official and the other Semi-officia] 
under the rules of the Canadian Record of Performance 
afford a basis for a most interesting study and compari. 
son. The semi-official figures credit her with 1729.3 Ibs 
butter, 33,529.5 lbs. milk, with an average test of 4.13 per 
cent fat. These figures record her actual production of 
milk, with the percentage of fat determined by a two-day 
official test period each month or thereabouts. As a mat. 
ter of fact, we believe there were eleven such test periods 
in the semi-official test of Dixie last year. The rules of 
the Record of Performance permit starting upon the first 
day after calving and this explains the slightly larger 
amount of milk in the semi-official test than in the strictly 
official, which does not start until the fourth day after 
calving. Her production from the first to fourth day was 
considerably higher than during the last three days of 
her strictly official test, which thus came after the close 
of her semi-official record. 

The real variation between her strictly official and her 
semi-official record, therefore, came in the percentage of 
fat which in the strictly official test was 4.03 per cent 
and in the semi-official, 4.13 per cent. This variation 
amounts to only 2.48 per cent in the total of her produc. 
tion for the year and we wish to submit that this small 
variation is a striking testimonial to the efficiency of the 
semi-official test. If our semi-official records will measure 
the actual production of our cows within 2.5 per cent of 
absolutely accurate, we have developed an inexpensive 
system of long-time testing that is a closer measure of 
actual production than most of us had supposed. 

Here again, Mr. Raymond has performed a great servy- 
ice to the industry in the added credence that will be 
given to extremely large semi-official production rec- 
ords. This record of Dixie’s will be enduring evidence 
that such amounts of butterfat lie within the range of 
possibility for the Holstein-Friesian cow. 

Has Dixie reached that limit? We see no reason for 
thinking so. In her own case, she would have pushed 
the mark still higher but for the handicap of the attack of 
rheumatism which made her practically a cripple during 
the final month of her test. Dixie will be beaten when 
just the right combination of inheritance is combined in 
an individual with the capacity, constitution. and dairy 
temperament to take full advantage of just the right set 
of conditions and environment. It may not come next 
year, in fact, we should be surprised if it did. It may 
not come in five years or in ten years, although if prob- 
ably will. Dixie, however, has done it and the whole 
dairy industry should join in acclaim to the cow, her 
owner and the boys at Raymondate Farm, who formed such 
an important cog in the wheel. 


For the benefit of those of our readers who may be 
unfamiliar with some of the technical terms employed in 
connection with Holstein-Friesian records, we may say 
that a strictly official record is one in which each and 
every milking is made under the supervision and inspec- 
tion of a representative of an agricultural college sent 
for that purpose. He weighs each milking, tests it for 
butterfat content and from the total pounds of milk and 
the average percentage of fat is computed the pounds 
of butterfat actually produced by the cow. 

A semi-official record is made under a system by 
which two days of each month are officially checked and 
tested by a representative of a state agricultural college, 
the remaining days of the month being recorded unoffi- 
cially by the owner. The two-day official period acts as 
check upon the weights of the owner for the balance of 
the month and the official percentage of butterfat during 
the two-day period is extended to cover the whole month 
and the butterfat production is computed from the total 
weight of milk figured at this percentage of butterfat. 
This type of test is referred to in the United States by the 
dairy breed associations other than ours as an official 
record. but in the Holstein-Friesian breed, it is called 
semi-official to distinguish it from the strictly official 
test.

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NMENT EXHIBIT AT THE 
Gover NATIONAL 


h the U. S. Department of 
janicabere has sent exhibits to the 
National Dairy Exposition for many 
ears, it is believed that not one of 
om former efforts will approach in 
interest or educational value the dairy 
exhibit now under construction which 
will be shown at the Exposition at 
syracuse, N Y., October 5-13. The in- 
creased attention given to this and 
other exhibits is the result of a grow- 
ing need for information so presented 
that it can be easily grasped without 
the necessity of laborious reading or 
study. To give the best information 
on dairying in a manner easily under- 
stood is the aim of Uncle Sam’s 1923 
exhibit. 
=. government’s exhibit starts 
with crops for the dairy cow. One 
of the crops which will be given 
special attention is pasture. Most 
dairy farms have some kind of 
pasture, but how to get the most out 
of these lands, which sometimes fur- 
nish from one-third to one-half of the 
dairy feed, is a big problem. 

In the past, over-grazing of past- 
ures has been much discussed. In 
this exhibit it will be shown that 
under-grazing is equally, if not more, 
harmful. Pastures reproduced in 
miniature form will show how a good 
pasture deteriorates when too few 
cows are pasttred on it. 

A better understanding of the rela- 
tive values of various feeds is an- 
other definite purpose of the govern- 
ment’s exhibit. Many of the dairy 
rations now being fed have been 
made up according to their content of 
protein, carbohydrates and fat, and 
feeds have been selected to yield 
certain amounts of these elements. 
This is based on the assumption that 
the proteins in different feeds are 
equal in value from a dairy stand- 
point, a fact which has been dis- 
proved by feeding tests with cows 
and analysis of the proteins. As will 
be shown in the exhibit, proteins in 
different feeds differ in their value 
for milk production. Proteins are 
made up of a number of different 
amino acids, and the proteins in some 
feeds are deficient in certain amino 
acids which are required for the 
formation of milk. The exhibit on 
this subject shows the value of the 
proteins in various dairy feeds and 
other important details. 

The proper feeds for dairy cattle is 
an important item in the world of 
dairying and the National Dairy Ex- 
position at Syracuse will afford the 
opportunity to learn what Uncle 
Sam’s experts have found after years 
of observation and study. The dairy 
farmer who attends will be a better 
dairyman as a result of spending a 
few days in this treasure house of the 
dairy world.

ERIE COUNTY, N. Y., FIELD DAY 


On one of the brightest days in June, such a day that 
when farmers gather together they often remark, “Well, 
I guess the corn will grow now,” there gathered at Ham- 
burg, N. Y., farmers of Erie County for a Field Day at 
the Erie County Fair Grounds. 

Splendid spirit prevailed, starting with the very first 
comers and increasing in enthusiasm as the crowd gath- 
ered. These Field Days in Erie County are a result of 
Farm Bureau, Home Bureau, Pamona Grange, Dairymen’s 
League, Junior Extension, Holstein and Jersey cattle club 
organizations, cooperating. Consequently there was con- 
siderable interest and rivalry between the representatives 
of the different organizations in the form of Field Day 
events which occurred during the afternoon. 

Many of the people arrived before noon and the pro- 
gram started with music by a band and a ball game be- 
tween Junior Extension club members. About noon the 
crowd gathered in the grand stand and heard a fine ad- 
dress by Rush Lewis of the Dairymen’s League on Cooper- 
ative Marketing. 

Directly after luncheon the people once more gathered 
in the grand stand to learn what boy was to receive the 
purebred Jersey calf as an award for the essay he had 
written on the Jersey breed. The prize essay was read 
to the audience and it was certainly fine for the boy did 
not overlook any of the many qualities of the Jersey as 
he wrote enthusiastically about the breed which he loved. 
He was called forward and presented with a beautiful 
Jersey bull calf. 

Following this came the trial of the scrub bull. This 
‘was a novel and interesting feature of the day’s program. 
A judge, two lawyers and twelve jurymen were called to 
hear the case and the evidence presented was in the 
form of about a dozen essays written by individuals 
throughout the county condemning the scrub bull as un- 
profitable‘ and a wasteful method of farming. The jury 
had the responsibility of deciding what one of these 
essays was the best and worthy of first and second prizes 
‘in the form of two splendid purebred Holstein bull calves; 
charts were presented showing the effect of a purebred 
sire on a dairy and the method of grading up and even- 
tually working into a purebred herd, and the increased 
returns which might be expected by such a procedure. A 
very vivid illustration and convincing argument for the 
purebred bull was presented in the form of a herd of pure- 
bred Holsteins made up of a grand champion bull, prize 
purebred cow and two heifers of splendid individuality. 
These were followed by one of the scrubiest, scrub bulls 
and scrub cows as was ever seen. The scrub bull and 
cow were hardly as large as a good-sized purebred year- 
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ling should be and about the “old brindle” color. 
animals had not been shown it would hardly have been 
believable that Erie County, or any county as progressive 
in the dairy industry as the counties in New York state, 


If these 


would have such animals. There was a great deal of 
enthusiasm and not a man in the entire audience of about 
8,000 people would raise his hand as a proud owner of 
a scrub bull. We believe this interest in better live stock 
will mean much to Erie county. 

The winners as determined by the verdict of the jury 
were: 1st prize—a bull calf to a little girl about 10 yearg 
old and 2d prize to the wife of a farmer who has just 
started in with purebreds. 

Following the trial the afternoon was given over to 
sports of all kinds with races and contests for all pres- 
ent from the smallest youngster able to run up to the fat 
men who were not expected to do anything more strenu- 
ous than to walk. 

We believe that if more counties would cooperate in 
this way and work together whole-heartedly for the pro- 
motion of their dairy interest and improvement of their 
live stock as well as their farms, that New York state 
would move rapidly forward and take the unquestioned 
leading place in the dairy world.

and other vegetables should be used 
liberally. 

4. Whole wheat bread and entire 
grain breakfast foods so far as pos- 
sible. A large part of the highly milled 
cereal products such as white flour, 
should be replaced by products that 
more nearly represent the _ whole 
grain, such as whole wheat flour and 
rolled oats. Bread manufacturers are 
recognizing that they must make 
bread from whole wheat flour or else 
add a good supply of milk to the 
white flour. The latter plan is be- 
ing followed by many baking com- 
panies now. One large company now 
uses no water at all in making their 
bread, all liquid used is milk. One 
quart of whole milk is used in every 
three loaves of their bread, each loaf 
being 1% pounds in size. 

By using milk they supply the im- 
portant ingredients which are in the 
outer layers of wheat kernel and 
which are removed by the milling 
process ordinarily. 

If you will follow the above out- 
line and carry out these suggestions 
it will be very easy for you to be 
using a satisfactory diet which will

WHITE WASH MIXTURES 


A coat of white wash applied ty 
Dairy stables improves the appear. 
ance and also adds to the cleanliness 
and sanitation a good deal. This can 
be done with little expense, if the 
material is on hand, some rainy day. 
The following recipes give a good 
mixture for application. 

The Government Whitewash is 
made as follows: Slack half a bushel 
of lime in boiling water, covering to 
keep in the steam. Strain the liquid 
and add a peck of salt previously dis- 
solved in warm water, three pounds 
ground rice boiled to a thin paste and 
stirred in while hot, one-half pound of 
Spanish whiting, and one pound glue 
dissolved by soaking in cold water 
and then hung over a slow fire in a 
glue pot. To this mixture add five 
gallons of hot water, stir well, and 
Iet stand for several days covered 
from dust. It is best applied hot. 

Ordinary Whitewash is as follows: 
Slack 10 pounds quick limé with 2 
gallons water. Allow to stand in pail 
for 1 hour before using. 

The above mixtures” are best 
applied by means of a spray pump 
but may be put on by means of a 
brush.—Purdue University, Extension 
Service.
